He was graduated from Central High School, where he was a varsity quarterback. 
He received his bachelor's degree from Rutgers University and his master's degree from 
Seton Hall University. He was a Navy veteran of World War И. 

Before coming to Arts High School as an industrial arts teacher, Mr. Gannon taught 
at State Street School, Eighteenth Avenue School, McKinley School, Central High School, 
and McKinley Junior High School. One can understand why we at Arts feel so fortunate 
to have had his sagacious instructions. 

During his teaching curriculum, he was an assistant football coach and also had 
officiated at high school games throughout the state and for games of the former American 
Football League. He was a member of the New Jersey Football Officials Association and 
of the Newark Teachers Union.
